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DETAILED ACTION 
Appeal Brief 

1 . In view of the appeal brief filed on 2/16/2009, PROSECUTION IS HEREBY 
REOPENED. Reasons for allowance in the application are set forth below.

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-13 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 1-13, none of the prior art of record teaches that each pixel 
comprises a further photosensitive element which is shielded from light emitted by the 
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display element while being exposed to light from other directions, and which is 
connected so as to cancel photocurrents produced in the discharge photosensitive 
element by light from the other directions. The closest prior art of reference, Young, 
does not disclose this element nor does it disclose cancelling photocurrents using 
multiple photosensitive elements. 

3. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
